S THE present German offensive iv 
Northern France develops it becomes 
apparent that Von Hindenburg and Ludew 
dorf! planned better from a military point ot 
view than did the Chancellor and his ad- 
visers in launching their political offensive 
From the beginning of the war the Kaiser's 
military strategists have shown to greater 
advantage than his diplomats. Apparently 
- ft was much easier to gauge the material 
fighting strength of the Allies than to dis 
cern the mental attitude of the civil popu 

lations behind the lines. Fortunately 

the Allies, great issues among nations 
nearly always decided on the “home fronts.” 
German diplomats figured that a new mili- 
tary offensive which would overrun areas 
of Northern France hitherto not invaded 


ing depression in the warlike spirit of the 
middie classes in Great Britain. Both these 
conclusions have proved to be erroneous. 
As the French peasants abandon their 
homes in the newly invaded districte they 

* become more fixed in their determinetion to 
fight the invader to the death. They have 
come to regard the Hun {nvasions in the 
light of the encroachments of a giant dragon 
from beyond the Rhine. Flanders and 
Picardy are strewn with the d@bris of inva- 
sion and battle. It is to the peasants but a 
recurrence of the invasion of 1870. If a 
peace were to be. negotiated that would 
leave the force of the German military ma- 
chine unbroken, they would be afraid to re- 
turn to their homes for they would fear a 
new onslaught by the helmeted Hun It is 
to be freed from the menace of a future 
invasion that they are willing to continue 
their sacrifices. The destruction of Pompeii 
and Herculaneum was not so complete as 
that of many cities of Northern France. The 
menace of other eruptions of Mount Vesu- 
vius was no more threatening than that of 
new German invasions. If FPilanders and 
Picardy are to be repopulated the German 
dragon must first be slain. This is the men- 
tal attitude of the peasantry of Northern 
France. 


Tt is also apparent that, as the German 
ermies creep close to the English Channel, 
the fighting spirit in Great Britain stiffens 
At the end of the third week of the present 
e-rine offensive the labor organizations of 
Great Britain came out more determinedly 
aceinst a negotiated peace than at any other 
time since the war began. The working 
classes and middie classes of Great Britain 
are also beginning to feel the menace of the 
Hun. The real defense of Great Britain has 
always been made in Flanders and Picardy. 
Rritish troops fight there as on the frontiers 
of their own country. The German diplo 
mats have proved themselves notoriously 
poor psychologists. They are just begin- 
ning to discover that every German success 
on the western front is an additional reason 
why the Allied democracies must continue 
the present war until the power of the Junk- 
ers in Germany is forever broken. It is not 
enough to drive the dragon back into its 
den; the head of the beast must pay the 
forfeit for its bloody ravages.

What is a trench mortar? 

Answer—This is a short gun with a ver- 
tical fre used to discharge bombs into an 
enemy entrenchment. The Germans were 
well supplied with this weapon at the qut- 
break of the war, and the Allies had a hard 
‘time to supply trench artillery to cope 
with it. 


How is the army organized? 

Answer—For a major-general, a division, 
887 officers, 26,265 men; brigadier-general, 
a brigade, 232 officers, 8210 men; colonel, a 
regiment, 103 officers, 3852 men; major, 4 
battalion, 26 officers, 1000 men; captain, & 
company, 3 officers, 250 men. 

What pay do men receive in the officers’ 
training camps’ 

Answer—Men in the Third Officers’ Train- 
ing Camps receive only the salary which 
they had before entering the camp. Their 
status does not change until they qualify 
for a commission. On entering the camp 
men who are not already in the service are 
given the pay of a private. 


Does the govermment need accountants? 

Answer—Yes, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion needs over 150 traitied men. Some will 
be commissioned ab reserve officers, while 
others will be civilians. The salary ranges 
from $2400 to $6000 a year. Only the most 
experienced accountants and those who 
have held positions of responsibility and ad 
ministrative importance are desired. 


Are children of pensioned gvidiers 
titled to pensions? 

Answer—Children of soldiers are eligible 
for pensions only when they are afflicted at 


the time of their father’s death and before -21st day of March, the SalNeee

The 
orders are so largé and the necessity of 
speedy production so great, that almost 
everything is done by machinery. it is far 
different from the making of clothes for 


factory. The work is done by electricity. 


women dpon the same job in Cincinnati, St 
Louis, Cleveland, Louisville and Rochester. 
or less army clothing is being made 
the factories of some of the other cities, 
great bulk will be turned out in 
have mentioned. Here at Phila 
delphia 1 visited one establishment. which 
manufactures 4000 overcoats every day, as 
well as thousands of jackets and breeches. 
The plant bas 2000 men working on uni- 
forms alone, and it turns out seven over- 
coats a minute all the working day through. 
The most of the workeis done by ma 
chinery and the machinery is of a highly 
specialized nature. It is the culmination of 
long lines of invention by which metal of 
various kinds has put on the aspects of 
life and seems to think its way through the 
various processes. Imagine knives worked 
by electricity which will cut out fifty over- 
coats at a time, needles that will «ew rid- 
ing breeches so that they @t the lege as 
closely as though made by hand, and ma 
cines that will even sew on buttons by the 
thousands a day, giving each just so many 
_ threads, and fastening the ends so that the 
button will not come off. Think of ma- 
chines that will put in eyelets and make 
_ wuttonholes, that will insert sleeve linings 
and cut the trimmings to suit, and of elec- 
tric instruments of one kind or other that 
-will perform almost every operation needed 
to make the uniforms fit for our soldiers in 
the camp or the field. 


Big Amount for Clothes. 


But first let me give you some idea of the 
size of this big tafloring job. It is hard to 
realize the enormous demands made upon 


the government in connection with the 
forces we are sending to Europe. The 
amount of money estimated for quartermas- 
ter’s supplies this year is just about $2,250,- 
000,000, and the greater part of this will go 
for uniforms, shoes and similar supplies. It 
is estimated that Uncle Sam will pay $101 
for the clothing of every soldier sent to 
France, and this in addition to his eating 
atensils and fighting equipment. Every sol- 
dier has to have an overcoat. The average 
cost of which is about $14. By the first of 
last January 6,000,000 such coats had al-

This condition continued until the civil 
war broke out. Then the demand for uni- 
forms was much like that we bave fow. 
Thefe was no cloth to speak of and no sol- 
diers’ clothing. Some uniforms were broughf 
in from Burope, and big orders were given 
to the home manufacturers. One man re 
ceived an order amounting to $1,250,000, and 
other orders were equally large. It was im- 
possible to have them filled from the homes 
of the workers, and factories were estab- 
lished and machinery of one kind or another 
began to be used. The sewing machine, 
which had been invented some years before, 
had been used in making clothes for the 
French army, and it now aided tn making 
clothes for the Federal soldiers. The army 
demands stimulated invention, and Singer 
and others took out patents, for improve- 
ments toward the end of the war. These 
improvements have gone steadily on since 


then, so that now the machine has been. 


adapted to almost everything that can be 
sewed. Up to 1895 our government had 
issued more than -7000 patents for sewing 
machines and their parts. 

When the Civil War was over there were 
hundreds of thousands of soldiers who went 
back to the business of every day life. 
Their civilian ‘clothing had worn out in the

Avoid Straight Lines. 


In avoiding straight lines we must not go 
so far as to Violate what common sense 


long running from the public 
sidewalk to the front door is capable of 
many or, in dact, any curves. The short 


bility of these, and straight lines must pre- 
vail. On a place of greater extent or where 
the house is situate farther from the public 
highway the need of curves is igdicated, for 
if one having no pathway marked out should 
carelessly walk from the street back to the 
front door over a freshly raked soil surface 
looking backward he would discover that 
he had made a line composed of very faint 
yet beautiful curves and this line might 
properly be utilized for outlining the subse- 
quent path The one thing to avoid in 
paths of this kind ts abruptness. It will be 
noted that the course of a river consists 
of broad, graceful sweeps, and wherever 
abruptness occurs a short curve may be 
forced by the water leaving a rocky bank 
or some other natural impelliment. We 
should make our abrupt curves appear 
equally necessary by planting a shrub, tree 
or some other natural tmpedient. We 
force them from a line of travel otherwise 
necessarily straight or nearly so.

The former may best be destroyed with a 
“bait” made from bran, molasses and 
white arsenic or Paris green (one peck of 
ary bran, four ounces of poison, two gallons 
of wafer and one-half gallon of cheap molas- 
ses.) To kill the plant-lice, dry tobacco. 
dust or nicotine sulphate is valuable. The 
sulphate may be used at the rate of one tea- 
spoonful to one gallon of water with a one- 
imch cube of laundry soap.

Cost of Milk Production, 


There have been many estimates of the 
cost of milk production and they vary 
In the Eastern dairy States there 
is, of course, a constant tendency toward 
higher costs, which vary’ with the locality, 
being largely governed by the cost and difii- 
culty of transportation of grain and hay and 
such concentrated foods as cottonseed 
meal. Of course the labor question affects 
the cost of milk, as it does everything else 
when labor is scarce and high. The aver 
age dairyman ig willing to accépt a reason 
able profit fram his milk, and if it were not 
for the increased cost of concentrated 
cattle foods and labor, the market price 
would not have been as greatly increased as 
it hag been. Most milk producers use Pas 
teurization to kill bacteria. Pasteurization 
cannot be depended upon as.a milk pre 
server, and for this purpose chilling is re 
sorted to. This chilling should be kept up 
until the ufilk is delivered to the user. Pas 
teurization calls for a temperature of 14/ 
te 152 deg. F. For keeping butter and 
cheese from moulding during storage, salt 
is considered effective. Bleaching powders 
of chioride of lime have been successful in 
experiments with cheese and butter in stor- 
age, but are not commonly in use.

ing its own supply is apparent. 

Pop corn may be made a source of profit 
‘by planting enough to have a surplus to sell. 
it is now retailing, unpopped, at from 15 to 
20 cents a pound; if the producer can secure 
one-half that price he will derive a good 
profit. 

It ig best not to plant pop corn too early 
in this climate. Warm soll and sunshine 
are essential to its growth. The soil should 
be plowed or spaded deeply and should be 
mellow and moist when the seed is planted. 
Rows three feet apart, with plants at fifteen 
or eighteen-inch intervals, give best results 
when interplanted with peanuts. Early cul- 
tivation after the corn is up ig/ helpful. 
This is followelli by one or two somewhat 
deep cultivations. When the peanuts are 
planted, a hill in every three feet of row be- 
tween the corn stalks is best. 

It is best to shell the peanuts, but the skin 
around the nuts should be left intact. Two 
nuts are dropped in a hill and covéred about 
two inches deep. Cultivation and irrigation 
of the pop corn is given as necessary, no ad- 
ditional work being entailed by the peanut 
crop. When the corn is ripe, the stalks are 


Then the 
plants are pulled and the roots, with nuts at- 
tached, are left exposed to dry out. Then 
the nutes are removed, freed from soil, and 
stored in a dry place. Rabbits and goats 
relish peanut tops. As the plant is a legume,

We 
may have to handle less acres of crops 
because of labor conditions, but we should 
use as much, if not more, fertilizer per acre 
to make what labor we have count for the 
most.

most-important food, it is worth while re 
ferring to the food value of milk as com- 
pared with some other foods. As a food for 
man, a quart of milk is equal in producing 
energy to eleven ounces of sirloin steak, 
twelve ounces of round steak, eight and one 
half eggs, or ten ounces of fowl meat. A 
quart of milk has protein equal to seven 
ounces of sirloin steak, six ounces of round 
steak, four and threetenths eggs or eight 
and one-half ounces of fowl. The public is 
daily recognizing this value in milk, but at 
the same time is continually being warned 
against milk carrying tuberculosis or typhoid 
germs. Today there is a standard set for 
milk delivered to the public and the Bab 
cock test and germ teste with Pasteuriza- 
tion are generally applied so that the danger 
is much less than isolated investigations 
often suggest. Milk, as now handled, is one 
of our cleanest and purest foods. The dairy- 
man must Produce as clean milk as pos 
sible by care with his barns, cows and milk 
handling. The distributor must maintain 
the condition of cleanliness. The consumer 
has his public agents Inspecting and exam- 
ining the milk for cleanliness and quality, 
and all this he must pay for.

feeding milo maize to hogs, and its relative 
value as a feed, compared to othe? grains. 
Five lots, each consisting at the start of 
eight ninety-five-pound pigs, are being fed 
for a period of 100 days ga the following 
rations, respectively: whole mild heads, 
ground milo heads, soaked milo pen. 
ground milo grain and ground bariey. in ad. 
pre oe each lot receives tankage in a self- 
eeder. 

UTHAZING KITCHEN WASTE. 


The use of girbage for hogfeeding, « 
proven success in some cities, has received 
special attention during the past few 
months. The United States Department of 
Agriculture has investigated the practices 
at some of the plants, has found that good, 
clean pork, of the best quality,

tors in the fleld for some months. As a re 
sult of their work, it is‘eald, provision wil) 
temporarily be made this season for a great 


certain improvements, such as destruction 
of poison weeds, building of roads, clearing 
of brush, and the more econdmical division 
of the range between sheep and cattle. It 
ia further expected, according to officials, 
that the permanent carrying capacity of the 
forests will be steadily increased by follow- 
ing a constructive policy, based on gradual 
improvement of the range. 

Dairymen have been, perhaps, as badly alt 
as any class of farmers, by the feed situa- 
tion. Some have even found it economical 
to cut down the rations of their cows below 
the amount required for maximum milk- 
production, in order to save orf their feed 

ills, feeling that the price of the product 
hag not advanced proportionately as the cosf 
of the feed. Wider use of the cheaper mill- 
feeds, meximum use of pastures, the build- 
ing of silos, and the growing of more grain 
and forage crops are some of the measures 
mae momentarily to relieve the situa- 


Many a flock of poultry, accustomed to 
diet made up largely of wheat, is now re- 
duced to a carefully measured ration of 
barley, together with “scraps” and other 
cheaper feeds. 


“FITTING” FROWNED ON. 


The Hooverizing idea in the animal king- 
dom has resulted in giving an finpetus to the 
movement started several years ago, to de 
away with tie excessive fitting of-show ani- 
mals. Every year hundreds of animals are 
injured for breeding purposes through being 
overfed for the show ring. A great deal of 
feed is thus wasted, and tae desired increase 
in the meat supply curtailed. Many stock- 
men will not buy for breeding purposes, ant 
mals that have been highly fitted, even 
though the stuff has a long record of win 
nings, realising, as they do, that it is a very 
dificult matter effectively to “reduce” an 
animal whfch has once seen over-fattened. 
Hogs and sheep, it has been found, are par 
tieularly affected oy over-fitting. 

The present situation is undoubtedly hay 
ing a good influence upon the farmers of 
America in at least one way; that is, by 
bringing about prevention of waste in feed 
ing. The horse that throws his grain out 
of the feed box, the cow that drags her hay 
to the floor and tramps upon it, the hog that 
spilis his feed from a trough made too shal-

A letter is a personal talk from the seller 
to & prospective buyer, and while it should 
be reasOfiably brief, it still] must have “pep” 
and an impressive argument that will 
Sttention; if it faile in this respect, the 
chances are a competitor who presents a 
better argument will land the order. What 
are the “fetching” factors in a correspond- 
ence of this kind’? Allowing for quality of 
stock, they are sincerity, knowledge, apti- 
tude, enthusiasm and imagination. To put 
these in battle array, the following sugges- 
tions of things that win may help some: 

(1.) The opening that wins the read- 
er’s attention and prompts him to go fur.

Such drastic action, taken in the face of the unrest throughout 
Austria-Hungary as the result of the war's privations and the ever- 
recurring racial differences, will cause the development of the situ- 
ation in the dual monarchy to be followed with the keenest interest. 

Meanwhile, Vienna dispatches have reported Emperor Charles 
leaving for the front and have announced greatly increased activity 
naiong the Austro-Italian lines, where za renewal of the Teutonic of- 
fensive has long been threatened, The Rome official statement does 
not give a like picture of the front-line activities, but records inten- 
sive aeria) operations with the Entente airmen evidently having the 
better of the encounters and bringing down fourteeh enemy ma- 
chines. 

The German offensive in Flanders has been held up now for 
virtually five days since the enemy waves last dashed against the 
rock-ribbed defense of the British and French early last week and 
the Ypres line stood firm under the attack. Gen. Von Arnim evi- 

dently has been forced into this Inactivity by the severity of his 
losses and the time necessary to marshal new forces for a fresh blow. 

One hint of an impending thrust developed Saturday morning 
when the German artillery began violently to pound the Franco- 
British line from Locre to the south of Ypres, where his main ef- 
fort of April 29 was made. The bombardment was not speedily 
followed up by an attack, however, as was thé case last Monday. 

Meanwhile, there has been a strengthening of the Allied de- - 
fense at important points along both the northern and the southern _ 
sides of the Lys salient. The French have thus operated successfully 
in the Locre region, which is one of the mgin objective points of the 
Germans as an approach to Mont Rouge, and the British on Friday 
night strengthened their lines in the vicinity of Hinges, northwest 
of Bethune. .

‘STATEMENTS 


C CABILZ AND A P.! 

LONDON, May 4.—An intense 
bombardment was opened by the 
Germans early this morning on the 
Flanders front from Locre to south 
of Ypres. There is great activity 
also between the forest of Nieppe 
and Meteren, the War Office an- 
nounces. 

The British slightly improved their 
position In a minor operation near 
Hinges, on the southerly eide of the 
Lys salient, while on the northern 
front the French carried out a loca) 
enterprise, in which prisoners were 
taken, in the Locre sector. 

The statement reads: 

“We improved our position slight- 
ly last night by a successful minor 
enterprise northeast of Hinges, and 
captured machine guns. 

“A successful local operation, in 
which several prisoners were se- 
cured by the French troops, Was car- 
ried out tn the Locre sector. 

“Early this morning the enemy ar- 
tillery opened an intense bombard- 
ment of the French and British po- 
sitions from the nelghborhood of 
Locre to the south of Ypres, and has 
shown great activity in the forest de 
Nieppe-Meteren, sector.” 

The official statement today says: 

“The enemy's bombardment this 
morning south and southwest of 
Ypres, was vigorously replied to by 
our own and the French artillery. 
No attacks developed.

ONTARIO, May 4.—Pilans for the 
erection at once of a new power- 
house by the Ontarie Power Com- 
pany at a cest of $60,000 were 
unanimously indorsed today at a 
special meeting of the stockholders 
of the San Antonio Water Company, 
the parent organization of the power 
concern, called to consider the prop- 
osition at the Euclid Theater. 

The erection of the new power- 
house is made'n by the rapid 
growth of the cities of Ontario and 
Upland, which have left the present 
equipment of the lighting concern 
entirely inadequate to the iocal 
needs. The result has been that for 
some time past it has beep neces- 
sary to purchase large amounts of 
current from outside companies.

WANTS A CHECK 
ON WITNESSES. 


County Imposed on in Many 
Cases, Says Judge. 
Expense Accounts Padded in 
Several Instances. 


Schedule for Milesge Also is 
Recommended. 


In recommending to the Board of 
Supervisors that a system be devised 
whereby a check may be had upon 
witnesses sUmmoned in criminal 
cases, and the adoption of a sched- 
ule of mileage, Judge Houser yes- 
terday wrote the board he is con- 
vinced that the county “is greatly 
imposed upon in nearly every crim- 
inal case that is heard.” Under the 
provisions of Fection 1329 of the 
Penal Code, he says, 
claims his “necessary expenses” on 
the ground that he is poor and un- 
able to pay the cost of such attend- 
ance. 

“No check is kept by any official 
connected with the court of the ac- 
tual number of days during which 
the .witness is in attendance as a 
witness and the ‘necessary expenses’ 
in traveling from and returning to 
his place of residence, together with 
his outiay for lodging and meals 
during the time that he is in such 
attendance, ordinarily are left to the 
somewhat elastic conscience of the 
witness,” the court says. 

ACCOUNTS “PADDED.” 

“The result is that the expense 

accotfnts of different witnesses from 
the same section of the county are 
frequently ‘padded,’ and show 
marked differences in the anrifunt of 
e™penses covering the same period 
time.” 
The amounts charged for living 
expenses, hotel billie and so forth, 
the court states, vary to a consider- 
able extent, ranging from $1 to $85 
a day.” 

Judge Houser’s idea ts to have es- 
certainty that a wit- 
ness proposing to collect his neces- 
sary expenses is in fact poor and 
unable to pay the expenses of at- 
tending criminal court.

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IS CHINA’S REAL 
LEADER IN SIGHT? 


BY RICHARD H. RITTER.

PEKING, Feb. 25.—The greatest 
lack of China today is leaders. When 
people ask why it fs that the Chinese 
cannot pull together and rouse 
themselves out of their slothful 
sleep, one may be perfectly safe in 
answering: “The greatest lack of 
China today ts leaders. Without lead- 
ers she can do nothing.” 

But there is a new man in China, 
one that has suddenly sprung up 
out of obscurity almost over night. 
aman who its bound to take «a 
leading place in the future internal 
affairs of the nation, and one who 
may even prove to be the great sa- 
vior for whom China has been look- 
ing so unsuccessfully for the past 
ten years. 

His first name its Feng, the same 
as the President's, Feng Yu-Heiang. 
He ia no relative to the President, 
Feng Kwo Clfang,. however, and is 
an entirely different type of man. 
Only yesterday, as it were, no one

Un- 
tll one really knows him. 


MAN WITH A PUNCH. 


But @ recent strike he has 
shown t he is a strong man, a 
man with a punch, and a man with 
downright, absolute and unswerving 
honesty. He is a general in the 
army, and when revolutionists 
of thé south seemed to be getting 
too strong, and to be movieg too 
close to Peking, President Feng 
Kwo Chang ordered this  little- 
known general, his namesake, down 
to meet the advancing rebels. He 
was sent to relieve Hankow, the 
place where the original Chinese 
revolution began, on which Sun Yat 
Sen and his present revolutionists 
are now making a determined at- 
tack, and told to keep Hankow from 
the revolutionists at all costs; but he 
was left to his own discretions as 
to his course of action. 

Gen. Feng's first action after ar- 
riving on the ne of hostilities 
with his army, was to say that he 
did not believe In war, and espe- 
clally in this particular war. He set 
himself and his army solidly in be- 
tween the north and the south as a 
sort of buffer, or wedge, and sent 
out peace messages to the military 
leaders on both sides. He declared 
conditions in China now are some- 
what the same as they were in 
Boxer times, that he was against 
fighting the foreigners in those 
days, and that he is even more ad- 
verse to fighting his own brother- 
Chinese now. 

The news of this strange proced- 
ure went through both the north 
and the south like an electric shock, 
Or at least as near like an electric 
shock as any piece of news can be 
in China, and he immediately jumped 
into the position of the most talked- 
of man in the country. 

What he would do next depended 
absolutely on his past character, 
and people began to figure out 
whether he was @ man who could 
successfully defy the governments of 
both North and South China, at once, 
and if he could handle hits own men 
with enough tact to make them 
Obey him in his time of orisia. It was 
found out that he was‘'a Christian, 
that he was a member of the Prince- 
ton University Center at Peking. 
and that that Institution had been 
infivential in his conversion. 

They found out that through his 
affiliations with this and other for- 
eign organizations he had become 
modernized, had read. Buropean 
army books, was interested in social 
acience and industrial welfare. ey 
found out that he had asked, some 
time before, a certain youn Amer- 
jean engineer, Samuel M. Dean, 
head of the industrial education in 
one of the largest government col- 
leges in Peking, to start a schood 
for industrial training in his army, 
and had been willing to put his 
whole salary into the project in or- 
der that his men might be able to 
earn their own bread at an honest 
trade if they saw fit at any time to 
leave the army. 

They found out that his men 
were perhaps the best drilled, the 
best disciplined, and the most or- 
derly in the whole Chinese army. 
They found out that he insisted on 
teaching Bible classes to his officers 
personally, that many of them had 
become Christians and in turn had 
started regular Bible instruction for 
their men. 

They discovered that he had. in- 
troduced sporte and games among 
his soldiers as well as classes in 
reading and writing, and that the 
Princeton University Center had 
sent down from Peking, at various 
times, several men to coach Feng’s 
soldiers in football and track. And 
they were not surprised, therefore, 
when they found out that men un- 
der other generals were jealous of 
the men in Feng’s army, and that, 
in short. this quiet, unassuming, un-

well for the future of China. At 
present all is in abeyance. The rev- 
clutionary fighting has been 
stopped; the President in the north, 
and the Parliament in the south 
does not know where to turn or 
what to do. 

It is an unparalleled aituation, 
and one that will be watched closely 
for developments.

The road is a long one, and it 
took five years of very steady appli- 
cation, coupled with many elmost 
insurmountable difficulties in tech- 
nique, to approach what she felt was 
excellent enough in the way of a cast 
medal for exhibition. Her first 
work, “Diana,” was shown at the 
San Francisco Exposition. “Old 
Veteran” received a medal award at 
San Diego. Since then her work has 
been received by the Art Institute 
of Chicago, the Allbright Gallery in 
Buffalo, the Pennsylvania Academy 
of Fine Arts in Philadelphia and in 
many other exhibitions. 

The advantage of the portrait 
medal, cast from the actual size 
plasteline model, is that it does away 
first with the very expensive reduc- 
tion process (the average medal is 
made about twenty inches in di- 
ameter in tire original,) and there- 
fore it retains all the planes, textures 
and color surfaces just as the artist 
has modeled them. Replicas can be 
made with littl expense from ‘the 
original cast. At present Mrs. Mott- 
Smith is making a double portrait, 
two heads on the same medal, of a 
distinguished couple. Replicas of 
this are to be delivered to each of 
the six children of the parents this 
portrait medal: portrays. The old- 
time custom of the “marriage medal”

Pictures by 
Roi Clarkson Colman is holding 


an exhibition of paintings at the 
Gattery gallery, No. 294 East Colo- 
rado street, Pasadena. He has 


painted at Carmel, La Jolla and La- 
guna, the usual sketching grounds 
of Californians who study the Pa- 
cific. Yet hig interpretation of the 
sea is distinctly different from that 
of any other. While the fogs and 
mists attract him, it is deep water 
which he presents to his observers 
with the greatest strength and truth- 
fulness. This is especially true of 
the large canves of the Monterey 
coast, Which dominates the little ex- 
hibition. The water is still, deep and 
bive. “Tranquillity.” the ertiet calls 
this picture, and in it he strikes the 
keynote of much of his art. ; 

A group of tiny canvases called 
“Impressions” and such tities as 
“The Incoming Peg.” “A Foggy 
Morning.” demonstrate the painter's 
penchant for the mysterious, the in- 
definite. Yet if a man can paint 
rocks that exist there is no case to 
criticise his draping them with fog: 
if where land and water meet there 
is the sense of subdued conflict, of 
pressure from deep waters, the eye 
is satisfied no matter how much lies 
hidden by the fog. 

Colman adds to his sensitive im- 
pressions of nature a feeling for ab- 
etract beauty, which is expressed in 
the decorative quality. His wind- 
blown Monterey trees are used in a 
new way, the repetition of their 
graceful lines is delightful. 


The artist studied with several of 
the best American and Paris teach- 
ers, and spent some time painting in 
France and Italy just before coming 
to California. He is now director 
of the Academy at Santa Ana, and 
has a studio at Arch Beach. 

The exhibition will continue wun- 
til after the middie of May, when 
two of Pasadena’s most gifted teach- 
ers of art will show in this gallery 
seme charming decorative panels to 
be sold for war relief. 


Color Etchings at Léttic’s. 

War conditions have made it very 
dificult to procure original work 
from France, and it is by special 
arrangement that the A. E. Little 
Company have been able to gather 
in their new gallery such a large 
collection of interesting plates, by 
such well-known Frenchmen as 
Charlet. Brovet; Le Gout Gerard, 
Raffaelli, Pierre Labrouche, Simon 
de Latenay and a dozen others. 
Most of the men represented are 
engaged in the war, which makes 
the collection more unusual, as this 
work was Wone before or during the 
earlier part of the war. 

Among the many good plates 
shown. I may mention “Towing,” 
by Luigini, a pair of heavy draft

man on horseback, dressed in the 
blue emock customary in these 
countries, leads the horses.

“River Seine,’ by Brovet, and

ings by Marcell Clement, like “Place 
de la Concorde’ and “Pont Alexan- 
dre III” are typical Parisian scenes, 
so familiar to all who have ‘visited 
that beautify! citv of Parise Le 
Gout Gerard depicts the life of the 
fisher folk of the Brittany const, 
mostly at sunset, when the sardine 
boats return to their home porta. 
“Quay at Bruges,” by Houdard and 
“Market Place at Malines” by Ju- 
lien Celos are architectural, and 
show those typical scenes one meets 
=m often in journeying through the 
lowlands of Continental Europe. 

Tt is well worth while to see the 
collection, and the works shown are 
some of the best color etchers of 
France.

According to the Revue des Vins 
et Liquers, the total output of wine 
in France reached 36,103,891 hec- 
toliters (953,758,178 galions) in 
1917, as compared with 33,857,347 
hectoliters (883,844,296 gallons) in 
1916, in addition to 6,233,069 hecto- 
liters (164,659,274 gallons) for Al.- 
geria. as compared with 8,781,266 
hectoliters (231,976,114 gallons.) 


The American purehases of Cey- 
lon tea increased from 8,309,369 
pounds, valued at $1,596,041, for 
1916. to 25,583,891 pounds, valued 
at $5,051,242 for 1917, and the pur- 
chases of rubber -tacreased from 
30,473,588 pounds, valued at 
947,782, to 34,686,143 pounds, valued 
at $19,106,329. 


Jamaica its an important a 
growing consumer of rice, the last 
figures showing a 
about twelve pounds per capita per 
annum some years ago, while the 
importation of rice for 1917 is given 
as 15,622,342 pounds,

Large quantities of cod liver off 
are produced in Newfoundland as 4 
by-product of the fishing industry, 
but the quality of the refined oll was 
formerly much infertor to that pre- 
pared in Norway, andthe Newfound.

The development of the pineapple 
industry in the Azores has created a 
demand for imported wood, most of

) States. There have been some con- 
signment from Great Britain and 
Germany by persons in those coun- 
tries directly interested in this. in- 
dustry—Germany sending ‘Russian 
timber, transshipped from Hamburg, 
where most of the fruit was shipped 
for European consumption on the 
continent. 


The most conspicuous feature of 
the trade of India with the Allies 
(except the British empire) is the 
growth of the trade with Japan. Of 
countries outside the British empire, 
this country held in 1916-17 the first 
place in the import trade and the 
second place In the export trade, In 
the Jatter being surpassed only by 
the United States. Since the out. 
break of war imports from Japan 
have increased by 266 per cent.. as 
compared with the average for the 
half decade before the war, and the 
exports by 57 per cent. 


American manufacturers of dye- 
stuffs and anilines will find market 
for their products in Peru. The ani- 
lines imported through the port of 
Molliendo are used in the Andean 
Sierras, especially In Arequipa, Ju- 
liaca, Puno, Sicuan!t and Cusco. The 
principal consumers of these prod- 
ucts are the Indians. whe manufag- 
ture—in the primitive looms — 
coarse, heavy fabrics suitable for use 
in their cold climate. They dye these 
fabrics In thelr homes, using vivid 
colors, and insisting on getting the 
kind of dyes that they are accus- 
tomed to, often refusing new ones 
that may be better than the old. 


The production of ‘citrate of lime 
at Catania. Italy, during the past 
year has been large (exact figures 
not yet available;) the correspond- 
ing by-product, lemon essence, is 
available here in large quantities and 
at a low-record price. Difficulty in 
transportation of the lemons to 
points abroad, coupled with the per- 
ishable nature of the raw fruit if 
warehoused indefinitely, seems to 
have influenced growers to dispose 
of their holdings to citrate whbrks. 
especially in view of what is consid- 
ered a high price, locally, for the 
citrate. 


In 1916-17 there was a large in- 
crease In the imports of motor cars 
in India from the United States and 
a decrease in the imports from the 
United Kingdom, France and Italy.

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PACIFIC’S CONTROL, 
VITAL TO JAPAN?

® The countries most vitally in- 
terested in the future of the Pacific 
ere Japan first and next America, 
England, and Russie, with Ger- 
many, France and Holland last. 
But all of these must come second 
to Japan. Western countries take 
& constant interest in the affaires of 
the Pacific: and if the interest of 
countries whose business on the 
Pacific must be secondary to that 
of Japan, is so vital and persistent, 
the interest of Japan in such a ques- 
tion should be still more so. 

The question of the future of the 
Pacific is not one that has suddenly 
erisen. .. . Now that compe- 
tition has become keen, however, 
the various nations concerned are 
faced with the necessity of rdaching 
& final solution of the problem. The 
Question of the mastery of the Pacific 
is one that cannot be postponed 
much longer: the nations concerned 


T 


cannot avoid it no matter how 
much they may pretend to do so. 
It is a matter of the relentless strug- 


supremacy on Pacific. There 
politicians who ragardi competi- 
Sten for the mastery of the Pacific 
SS & poetic dream, impractical ifjzie for existence and cannot be 
t impossible, and; therefore not put off. 

Question of any great consequence in this struggle America, England 


and Russia could afferd to yield to 
Japan without suffering any very 
great inconvenience to themselves. 
This means that the question of the 
heZemony of the Pacific is one of 
Vital concern to Japan, since she 
cannot lose it without losing her 
position as a first-class power in 
East Asia. In that case she would 
be subject to aggression from more 
powerful nations and her very ex- 
istence would be imperilied. In view 
of such a possibility no one can 
blame Japan for seeking to hold 
her supremacy in East Asia. 

It ie not necessary at this time 
to enter upon an elucidation of the 
course of history that has brought 
about the present unsettled situa- 
tion between the world-powers in 
the Orient. Suffice it to my that 
it was not until after the Russo- 
Japanese war that Japan came to 
be recognized as one of the greatest 
powers on the Pacific, the recogni- 


feared, “and viewed with caution. 
The great war in Europe has made 
Japan's position in East Asia still 


more invulnerable and her piace 
on the Pacific more commanding 
and important. Hence in future 


the powers will have still further 
apprehensions concerning Japan. 
RUSSIA AND ENGLAND. 

As Russia has at last come to 
realize the power of Japan in Bast 
Attia, Bhe takes less interest in 
things oriental; and although her 
Present political condition is con- 
fused and uncertain, it is possible 
that with a return to prosperity 
and settled govermment she might

As England has Australia 
in the south Pacific, her interests

Eng- 
land cannot fail to respect the 
Australian policy of a united world- 
wide empire; moreover England's 
Investments in China are consider- 
able, so that she cannot neglect her 
interests in the Pacific. 

Owing to the possible op ftion 
of Germany or Russia, or 
land will be bound to seek the ¢co-op- 
eration of Japan in maintaining her 
empire intact. 

THE POLICY OF AMERICA. 

America has always had an inter- 
est In oriental waters. Even during 
the visit of Commodore Perry in 
1863, she thought of eocupying the 
Luchu Islands. The discovery of goid 
brought the American population te 
the Pacific, and later Alaska was 
acquired. She was for 90 many years 
busily engaged with her own in- 
ternal government involving vast re- 
sources, she could not assume out- 
side interests, and showed a very 
righteous attitude toward Japan and 
China. 

With the development of her 
great urces and her enormous 
increase ef capital has come the 
ambition for extension of foreign 
trade and consequent increase of in- 
terest in the Orient. Seon Hawaii 
was annexed and then the Philip- 
Pines and Guam, with increasing in- 
vestments In China. Thus has Amer- 
jea quite abandoned her policy of 
isolation, and the present war ils 
confirming her in this policy. As 
America was a late comer in ori- 
ental competition she had no bases 
of operation on the Aaslatic coast, 
and so she naturally tried to check 
the acgquirement of concessions by 
Other nations and to depend on her 
financial investments in China. To 
this policy Japan took no exception. 
When HMngland and Japan united

BLAME ON BOTH SIDES. 
Japan was to blame in part for 
this, having acted sometimes with 
arrogance and want of considera- 
tion while the undue increase of 
immigration tended but to arouse 
further suspicion in America. And 
when America proposed the neu- 
tralization of the South Manchurian 
Railway the dissatisfaction of the 
Japanese was complete. The vad 
feeling was enhanced by the mutual 
abuse of each other by the press of 
both countries. It was largely a 
matter of mutual 
and want of due consideration; and 
So there was blame on both sides. 
With the conclusion of the Japan- 
America agreement, however, the 
dangerous feelings that threatened 
the relations of the two countries 
have been soothed away. 
There are still some important 
points, however, on which Japan de- 
sires to be understood by America.

is no need to press these points at 
present. Japan's policy on the Pacific 
is not ene of monopoly, but te 
secure her own safety and Independ- 
ence. If America sUspects that Ja- 
intends more than this, ail she 
to do t# to join hands with 
Mngiand, who is anxious to secure 
the safety and progress of her Ave- 
tralian colony. Japan, however, will 
never make this necespary. 
Another danger point ties tn the 
possibility of America seeking in- 
vestments in Siberia and monopoliz- 
ing the financial opportunities there 
This will doumMiess depend much on 
the preservation of harmony betweey,, 
the two countries in China. Japan's 
main care must be to see that her 
development on the Pacific 
many-sided and not aimed im any 
one direction of aggression. iS 
THE POSITION OF JAPAN. 
Thus Japan's position on the Pa- 
cific must be recognized ag based on 
the principle of justice and human- 
ity and maintained as such; and her 
main inroads must be economic 
rather than territorial. If any one 


should imagine that the interests 
mentioned in the Ishii-Lansing 
agreement were political, it would 


work out greatly to the disadvan- 
tage of Japan. Japan has many other 
special interesta besides those in- 
volved in the new agreement. Her 
fishing interests extend along the 
Pacific Coast as far as the Sea of 
Okhotsk snd Kamchatka, as the 
Komura-Witte agreement prescribes. 
But as thie agreement expires in 
July, 1918, it remains to be seen 
what Japan can do with the then 
Rusian government. lt is probable 
thet Japan will be unwilling to 
abandon the privileges hitherto ac- 
corded her by Russia. 

One of Japan's difficulties is that 
her diplomacy is apt te be more 
partisan than national, and so she 
may lose much In the internationa: 
arena. Party policies should not be 
allowed to interfere with the good 
of the nation, and so should be kept 
apart from the country’s foreign af- 
fairs. We see how much Holland 
and Poland have lost by allowing 
partisan strife to interfere with in- 
ternational interests. It should be 
the aim of Japanese diplomacy to 
understand and respect the interests 
and feelings of other people, and 
help our people to do the same. We 
should be careful not to put more 
value on formal dignity than right 
and justice. This need not prevent 
us standing firm for impartial jus- 
tice for ourselves, so that ali na- 
tions may know the rights of Japan 
cannot be threatened with impunity.

Private E. Tepoorten of New 
York, the only survivor of a party 
of nine Americans who enlisted in 
& group with the Canadian forces 
in London shortly after the begin- 
ning of the war, is registered at the 
Georgian Hotel. He says he was

Butter prices continue firm while 
eggs are ‘still Muctuating, yester- 
day's quotations showing another 
substantial move upward, fresh 
extras are quoted at 38, case count 
at 37 and pullets at 35 in today's 
market lists. Rice prices show an- 
other tendency to go up, the Japa- 
nese and California varieties have 
gained another \% cent per pound 
and are now quoted at $9.75 per 
hundred. Fish prices have weak- 
ened in one or two varieties, put 
are firm for the most part, rock cod 
is down a cent to 10 cents and 
yellowtail weakened to the same ex- 
tent, selling at 11 cents. 

Cheese prices are atill somewhat 
weak though no further declines 
have been made up to yesterday. 
Heavy shipments are being made of 
Northern cheese from Tillamook 
and Coos Bay, Oregon, yesterday two 
cars with 54,700 pounds having ar- 
rived. 

Beans are not moving, but the 
price remains firm. The new crop 
of onions contin to move freely 
from the Imperial Valley. Re- 
ports are to the effect that there is 
enough apples in storage to last un- 
til the lst of July at least, but at 
present the demand has slackened 
with few boxes moving. 

Yesterday's receipts show a siz- 
able shipment of Petaluma eggs for 
storage. Figures are as follows: 
391 cases of eggs, 1920 cases of 
Petaluma ergs, 56,000 pounds of 
butter, 54,700 pounds of cheese, 
1456 sacks of potatoes and 1150 
sacks of onions.

Met a soldiering servant on the street car a few days ago. She carried 
no gun.

Then with a little coaching from her English mother who sat 
at her side, the little soldier told us that she was “helping Uncle Sam” by 
buying a book of thrift stamps. This is precisely what we mean by “‘Soldier- 
ing at Home.” We have a beautiful and growing army of little soldiers at 
home like the little soldier we saw on the street car. 
Jittle creatures serve with some real experience of self-sacrifice. The mother 
of this little lover of libert} told us that the little girl soldier had for weeks 
refused to take sugar on her morning porridge “Because she wanted to help 
the stholder boyths and Uncle Tham.” A few days ago we heard a pudgy 
little boy tell his grandfather about the’ ‘““Thwift sthamps’ he was buying, 
as he proudly exhibited them. It is all brave and beautiful. And who will 
say that it is not “Soldiering at Home’? 

We see many silver-haired soldiers in shops, in stores, and on the streets 
whom we seldom saw before the younger soldiers went into the camps or 
across the sea. These elderly soldiers are soldiering at home instead of soldier- 
ing across the sea. And let them be comforted in this: . 

“Thou art served thyself by every sense of service ° 
Which thou renderest.”’ 
IT. 

HERE is nothing so inspiring and stimulating as the sense of the service 
we render to others. The sense of uselessness is apalling and smother- 
ing to the soul. “It is more blessed to give than to receive.” That sure- 

ly applies to the gift of service. And this recall to service on the part of many 
elderly and retired people may prove to them a blessing in disguise. The re- 
call to such helpfulness as they can give may stimulate them spiritually, men- 
tally, and even physically.

“The above named board 
finds that the services of the sol- 
dier herein named are urgently 
neefed on the farm herein de- 
scribed: that the sald farm produces 
au betantially more agricultural 
producty than are consumed by 
thoee working on the place: that 
the soldier cannot, without great 
difficulty be repleced thereon; that 


hie continued is reasonably 
likely to decrease the production of 
the farm under that which it can 
be reasonably expected to produce 
if the soldier ts returned; and that 
the registrant will be of value as a 
farm laborer.” 
THE SOLDTER’S PLEDGE. 

This is the pledge the esuecessful 
soldier-applicant signs: 

“I join in the above applicatio 
and if the furlough herein asked f 
is granted, I hereby engage to 
utilise the time of my absence sole- 
ly and completely in farming, to 
work earnestly and well, and that 
if for any reason my services cease 
to be urgentiy needed before the ex~- 
piration of my furlough, to report

seconds, and the Los Angeles birth 
rate along this line takes the cooky. 

Innocent motorists who had 
stopped expressing surprise when 
they came out of a festive party 
only to find that a major operation 
had been performed in the abdom- 
inal regions of their little much{ne, 
resulting in the complete removal 
of the carburetor, generator and 
other vital organs are now really; 
exclaiming: 

“Mon Dieu, Elia, look what they 
got off us tonight! All the plate 
glass gone out of the side curtains 
and—say, if they ain't gone and 
drained the gas tank!” 

True. Too true. For it's a ghast 
ly fact that the plate-gliass hooker 
and the gas-tank hound is among 
use—with belle. According to an of- 
ficial report issued recently by the 
theft bureau of the Automobile Club 
of Southern California, several ma- 
chines parked in the residence dis- 
trictsa have beendenuded of their 
plate glass in the side and rear cur- 
tains, while others have suffered 
from a sudden removal of the joy 
juice in the gasoline containe:. 

SLICK JOB. 

In most cases the class was ex- 
tracted with neatness and dispatch, 
indicating that the thieves have hea 
experience along that Hine in 
some previous incarnation, perhaps, 
while their adeptness at drawing off 
the gasoline is attested by the 
thorough and complete emptiness of 
the tanks. 

Detective Powell of the Automo-

LABOR PROBLEM A WORRY 
TO DETROIT FACTORIES. 


Several Thousand . Sk killed Mechanics Can 
Get Good Jobs. 


ETROIT, May 2.—Detrok auto- 
mobile manufacturers are 
watching for the results of 

prohibition. They are keenly in- 
terested. Tt ls conservatively esti- 
mated by Chamber of Commerce 
officials that 20,000 more skilled 
mechanics could be placed in the 
city @ they were available. The 
manufacturers wonder whether the 
ban on beers and other alcoholic 
beverages will make the situation 
more acute. 

Detroit registered more than 140,- 
000 young men foF the draft. De- 
troit had the largest registration of 
any city in the United States, ac- 
cording to James O. Murfin, chair- 
man of the district draft beard. 
This statement takes in New York 
and Brooklyn. The quotas of these 
cities, combined, surpassed the De- 
trolt, but singly Detroit had the 
largest number of young men. 

It ia the young mechanic who can 
be drawn to Detroit by employment 
agents and advertising. The manu- 
facturers mow wonder whether he 
can be induced to céme In large 
numbers. Older mechanics are 
dificult to obtain. They disiike to 
leave cities and homes they have 
been attached to for years. Young 
men are more mobile, . 

Detroit's great supply of young 
men is the result of the influx dur- 
ing the boom days of the automo- 
bile industry. The nature of the in- 
dustry attracted young men. Therea- 
fore, it seems logical, the manufac- 
turers contend, that Detroit should 
continue to draw this t ' 

The acuteness of the labor situa- 
tion is shown in the Sunday liner 
sections of the newspapers. The 
largest factories in Detroit use up 
the first three or four pages of these 
sections with their large advertise- 
ments for help. 

The Board of Commerce has 
made public figures showing that 
women are being assimilated into 
Detroit factories with great repidity. 
Of a List of plants employing 113,- 
699 persons, plants which state that 
they cannot use women, 
aximum employment Net of 
1900. The plants which said they 
‘ould employ women stated that 
‘rom 3 to 33 per cent. of their work 
“ould be done by them. 

One large motor concern, Dbulld- 
ng motors tn units, reported that 
mn many iInetances women were 
found more skillful than men: made 
yetter inspectors on machine work 
und were more careful; that they 
made efficient screw machine oper- 
iters, first-class drill operators and 
vere very g00d on small press 
work. 

“She can do anything that does 
net require great atrength,’ said 
one factory executive.

cent. from March 1 to July 31, and 
thet just what curtailment will be 
neceseary after July 3L will be made 
known within a short time. Mr. 
Reeves estimated the war orders of 
the makers at $600,000,000, and eaid 
that no more war work had been 
available for automobile plants fer 
some weeks. 


A man prominent in the eutemo- 
bile world, estimates that the pro- 
duction of passenger vehicles dur- 
ing the present calendar year would 
hardly reach 1,000,000 and that the 
output next year, In event of the 
continuation of the war, would be 
held down te about 100,900. He 
said that the production for the first 
helf of 1918 was calculated at $568,- 
000 cars compared with 1,000,000 
in the corresponding period of last 
year and that the production for 
the last halt would be between 
200,000 and 350,000. He estimated 
the output for the first six moenths 
of next year at not over 250,000 
cars. 

Prices of new automobdiles con- 
tinve to be increased. As one mane 
facturer stated, it is tery likely that 
by the end of the year many mand- 
facturers will have doubled the price 
of their cars from what this price 
was on the first day of January, 
1918.

RUN TO NORTH 
IS RECALLED. 


May is Anniversary of Auto 
Feat of Beaudet. 


Part of Journey is Made in 
Hard Rain. 


Intrepid Driver One of the 
Motor Pioneers. 


The coming of May marks the sec- 
ond anniversary of the Los Angeles- 
San Francisco record run. Two years 
ago this month an eight-cylinder 
Cadillac, driven by T. J. Beaudet, 
left Los Angeles at 8 o'clock in the 
evening and checked in at San Fran- 
cisco nine hours and thirty-seven 
minutes later. The remagkable part 
of this run was the fact that Beau- 
det drove up the valley as far as 
Ni and then went around the low- 
er end of the bay and up the penin- 
sula to the finish. The last 100 miles 
was covered in a _ drizzling rain. 
This is over four hours faster than 
the time made by the fastest South- 
ern Pacific train, and, with the ex- 
ception of a short distance at the 
finish the entire run was made after 


ark. 

INTERCITY RECORD. 

The Cadillac first obtained this 
intercity record in December, 1916, 
and has held it almost constantly 
since that time. The record made 
in 1910 stood fdr over three years

The run was officially checked at 
Bakerefield, Fresno and Livermore. 
Los Angeles and San Francisco 
newspaper men officiated at start 
and finish. At the time this record 
was established Don Lee announced 
the retirement of the Cadillac from 
record breaking on the Coast. 

MEXICAN TRIP. 


Beaudet, who drove the bar. is 
now the head of the mechanical de- 
partment of the Don Lee establish- 
ment in San Francieco. He is beat 
known for this intercity records, but 
by far the most wonderful trip he 
ever made was from Loe Angeles to 
the City of Mexico just after the Ma- 
dero revolution. Beaudet took a 
Cadiliac car down the West Coast 
of Mexico and across the mountains, 
this car being the first vehicle of any 
kind to complete the trip. It was 
necessary to cross mountains over 
which there was no road, fight his 
way through trackless deserts and 
work, foot by foot, through bottom- 
lees swamps. Upon his arrival in 
Mexico City he was arrested and 
jailed as a suspicious character, as 
the Mexico officials could not imag- 
ine anyone making such a trip to 
demonstrate the endurance of a mo- 
tor car. Proper credentials were 
telegraphed from Washington and 
Beaudet and his car became the 
center of interest in that war-ridden 
capital. One week after he left an- 
ether revolution broke out and mo- 
tor travel has never been popular 
in the southern republic since.

For instance, to the average per- 
son, it does not appear that the 
changing of a car from right hand 
to a left hand drive would have 
any ¢ffect on the wearing qualities 
a tire. 

But the changing of the driving 
side of a car has a great deal to do 
with the tires ie explaned by Frank 
T. Price of Nelson & Price, tire 
dealers, “When persons drive a car 
with a right hand drive they tend 
to keep the car in the center of the 
road, but when driving from the left 
hand side of the car the tendency is 
to keep that side in the center of 
the road, which causes the right 
hand side of the car to be on the 
edge of the road, and as this part of 
the road is, more or less fissured and 
rough it causes the tires to wear 
out on that side.

Fourteen 
cities responded and immediately 
proceeded to establish “return-jead” 
bureaus. These were Bridgeport, 
Bristol, Danbury, Greenwich, Hart- 
ferd, Manchester, Meridian, Mid- 
dletown, New Britain, New Haven, 


New London, Norwalk, Norwich, 
Stamford and Waterbury. 
METHOD. 


The Connecticut plan gave instruc- 
tions in detail as to methods of proe- 
cedure. In every case the “return 
load” bureau was an auxiliary of 
the Chamber of Commerce. In Eng- 
land a 6 per cent. fee was charged 
to both truckman and shipper for 
the service rendered, but in Connect- 
icut the Chamber of Commerce 
bears the expense, which is very 
amall. 

The first step in establishing «a 
“return load” bureau is to make «a 
survey of the tru that may be- 
come a part of the scheme. The 
heiders of licenses for the opera- 
tion of trucks are a matter of record 
and available anywhere. These 
names are secured and card indexed. 
Then questionnaires are sent out to 
each of these holders of licenses. 
Bach is asked if his truck is In any 
circumstances available for overland 
land haulage, if so, over what 
routes, when trips are made, what 
is the carrying capacity. When the 
information is received, the facts 
are entered on the card. Duplicates 
of these cards are made for the file 
of each “return load” bureau in the 
district. The cards are sorted in 
accordance with the avaflability of 
the trucks for. service on given routes 
and filed behind markers indicating 
the route. 

Thus are all the trucks of the 
district made available to him who 
has freight to move.
